ORIGIN AND GROWTH.

In the middle ages the Italian 
Republics had laws regulating the 
Toading of vessels, and similar 
arrangements were not wnesual ini 
England. It was not, however, 
ontil the early part of the 18th 
century that anything in the form of} 
a systematic record of ships was 
attempted. 

At this period it was the custom 
for thoxe interested in sbipping to 
meet for the purpose of discussing 
their business affairs at a coffee house 
kept by one Edward Lloyd, The 
eorliest reference to this establish- 

- ment appears in the London Gozette | 
of February 18, 1668, At that time 
the coffee house was situated in 
Tower-street, and from 1692 cawards 
it was in Lombard-street. 

In the course of time this establish- 
ment became the headquarters of 
maritime business, and especially of 
marine insurance, and frem this small 
- beginning sprang what is now the 
world-famous Corporation of Lloyd’s. 

EARLIEST RECORDS. 


Tt would appear that certain records 
of shipping called “sbips’ lists” were 
kept, Probably for a considerable 
time these were in manuscript and 
were passed fr6m hand to hand, but 
about 1726 they were put into type 
abd circulated in the form of a printed 
register. 

Tt is unfortunate that no early 
copies of this register are now in 
existence, but this was probably due 
to the fire which destroyed the Royal 
Exehange in 1888, The oldest copy 
ofa register of shipping which can 
be traced is dated 179456. Unlike 
the later volume, this book was 
oblong in shape, and its singed edges 
bear evidence of having passed 
through the flames. The information 
it contained was very complete, com 
prising the former and present names 
of the vessels, the names of the 
owners andthe masters, the ports 
between which the vessels traded, 
the tonnage, the number of crew 
and guns, the port and year of 
build, together with the classi- 
fication printed in the column indi- 
cating the year in which the vessels 
were respectively, surveyed, the jast 
column ('66) being left blank to 
receive the latest alterations ia writ 


ing. 

Most of the vessels recorded in 
this volume are of very small size,.| 
but there are seve/al of four, five, 
and six hundred tons, two of eight 
hundred, and one as large as nine 
hundred tons. : 

The classes assigned to these 
vessels were designated by the letrers 
AE.LO. U: which referred to the 
hulls, while the letters G.M, and 8, 
meaning good, middling, and bad, re- 
Yated to the equipment. Thus AG. 
would denote a first-class ship with a 
good outfit, while UB. would indicate 
a ship of the lowest class with a bad 
outfit. . 

The register for 17756 is 
noteworthy as being the earliest book 
extant containing the now familiar 
class of Al. In this book also the 

~ glterations were posted, or stamped, 
io type, which practice has continued 
down ta the present time 2s regards 
acertain proportion of the registers, 
and in this respect Lloyu’s register 
book atands alone. 

«Time will not permit me to go into 
a detailed recital of the various 
developments of the register book, but 
I think a comparison of the 1835 
book with the current edition epito- 
mises tBe progress which has been 
made. 

It is also, 1 suggest, worthy of riote 
that the subscription for a copy of 
the 1835 book was three guineas, and 
-that this remained unaltered right up 
to 1920, a period of 85 years, 

While the progress of the book 
itself is of interest, 1 think ir ts of 
greater importance to deal with the 
particulars the book contains and the 
basis of the information. .

When 
you consider for a moment the loss 
which might be entailed by ineffi- 
Cient reftigerating ‘appliances in the 
case ot a vessel bringing home many 
thousands of tons of frozen or chilled 
meat from Australis, New Zealand 
or-the River Plate you will under- 
stand how important i¢is for every- 
thing connected with the construc> 
tion of such vessels to be carefully 
supervised. : . 

So important has celd storage now 
become, that the society has been 
ealled upon to scpervise the construc:

CLASSIPICATION OF A NEW SHIP. 

You may be interested to know 
the procedure which is followed to 
class a new ship at Lloyd’s. First, 
plans are submitted by the builders 
showing the sizes proposed for the 
various parts of the hull, machinery 
and boilers. These plans are 
examined by a special staff ‘and 
approved after such amendments as 
taay be found necessary. The material 
is then ordered and is tested by the 
surveyors at the steelmakers’ works 
before delivery to the builders. All 
casting and forgiagsare also examined 
during manufactore and tested. 
During the actual construction of the 
vessel the surveyor is in constant 
attendance at the builder’s yard or 
engine shop, and it is his daty to see 
that the approved plans are - adhered 
to and that the workmanship is 
satisfactory. On completion - the 
machinery is tried under steam. The 
anchors and chains ‘are also. tested 
at one of the proving houses, which, 
although now owned bg the society, 
are under their-dt supervision. 
If the vessel, as is now generally the 
case, is supplied with an electric 
light installation, this also is examin- 
ed during the process of fitting an is 
tested on cdmpletion, The surveyors 
then send in their reports, which 
contain fui! particulars of various 
parts of the hull, er gines, and boilers, 
and if these are satisfactory the com- 
mittee assign to the vessel the class 
tor which she is eligible, 

In order to entitle her to retain her 
class. however, the hull machinery 
and bofiers are required to be sub- 
mitted to periodical surveys so as to 
ensure that they are properly kept up. 
If the vessel-sustains any dsmage the 
saroe must be repaired to the satisfac- 
tion of the surveyors.
